DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 25, 27, 29-44, and 46-50 are presented for examination, wherein claims 25, 27, 
32, and 38 are currently amended. Claims 1-24, 26, 28 and 45 are cancelled. 

Oath/Declaration
